It) UESIRICT IMMIGRATION—A BILL FIIAM- 


Eli III- SKNATOU PAI.MKR. 


Among the bills to be intr.|duced in the 


Senate none is m.,re radical or far-reaching 
than one dralted by Senator Palmer, of 
Michigan, to restrict immigration. While 


v it does not prohibit the further immigra- 


tion of foreigners it fixes such restrictions 
that ir it becomes H law the increase of 
population from for foreign countries will 
be greatly lessened. The bill provides thiit 
every passen /er not H citizen ot the United 
States shall be required to pay a sum of 
money, the amount to be fixed hereafter 
and the owners of vessels in which such 
immigrants come shall be held responsible 
for the payment of the money before the 
passenger Is landed. 


The second section directs the Secretary 


of the Treasury to execute the act and 
provides the machinery for its enforce- 
ment. EHCh immigrant must upon the 
pay meiit of his duty present to the aeent 
of the Treasury Department a certificate 
from the United States Consul in the dis- 
trict-from which he comes, setting forth 
that the Consul is satisfied upon diligent 
Inquiry that he is a suitable person for a 
citizenship in Ihe United States. The Sec- 
retary of State under the fourth section 
must provide rules and issue instructions 
to Consuls of the United States not incon- 
sistent with law and treaty obligations 
that shall enable well-disposed and worthy 
persons who aesire to become citizens of 
the United states to obtain certificates ot 
character and fitness without hardship or 
unreasonable delay, and these certificates 
shall contain tbe full namo of the Individ- 
ual to whom they are issued with such 
other information as may be necessary for 
his identification. No certificate shall be 
granted to any person who has been Kulltv 
of crime, nor to any lunatic, idiot or pau- 
per, nor to any Anarchist, Nihilist or 
other person hostile to the prlnclples'of 
the Constitution or laws of the United 


• States, nor to any believer in the Mormon 


religion, nor to any person who falls to 
satisfy the Consul ,that be la a flt and 
worthy citizen. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, In the 


fifth section, is directed to prescribe reiru- 
latlons fprthe return to the ports from 
™* tJtS*?*1? ot- P™80"8 tbat «* °™t 
permitted to .land. The sixth section 
provides for the punishment of masters 
fh rr?2?°Jve88e!9 who 'ha" bring to 
ehDD^ States Immigration w|thsom?
